[MURDER RULED OUT 

Dr. Nicholas Chetta, Orleans 
Parish coroner, ruled out mur- 
der in Ferrie’s death. Chetta 
said he made the decision be- 
cause there was no evidence of 
tissue damage which would 
have resulted if the brain hem- 
orrhage that caused death had 
been due to a blow. 

The district attorney already 
had said Ferrie’s death appar- 
ently was suicide. But there 
was no official ruling as to 
whether the hemorrhage was! 
[natural or had been caused by, 
a drug. .
